Jeaving the bank, confirmed the statement 
@bout the discrepancy.

& position to say exactly what the amount 
of the shortage was, as there had not been 
time to verify the statement submitted by 
Mr. Duddleston. He did not think, how- 
ever, that it would be as much as $13,000. 

He said that he had no information other 
than that which had been given him by Mr. 
Duddleston, either in reference to the 
a@mount or as to the manner in which the 
difference in the books had occurred. 

Mr. Duddleston says he did not foot the 
items in his statement to the president of 
the bank, but says that the total may be 


$13,000.

Stella Groves Here From Up- 
per Lake Michigan. 


SHE IS BOUND FOR THE GULF 


BOAT IS A SMALL ONE BUT HAS 
MADE TRIP SAFELY. 


Capt. P. I. Davis, Four Sons and Two 
Other Men Compose Her Crew 
Who Are to Seek Rfches in 
the Oyster Trade. 


On a 1700-mile voyage, from the upper 
Shores of Lake Michigan to the akwa- 
ters of the Gulf of Mexico, tl Stella 
Groves, a daring but unpretentious looking 
craft, anchored for a brief rest in the St. 
Louis harbor Friday morning. 

Running its course with the wind the 
little Vessel has braved the rough waters 
of the lake for a distance of 175 miles, and 
then after the, trip through the Chicago 
Canal steered into the uncertain currents of 
the illinois and Mississippi rivers, round- 
ing out one-third of the voyage without 
& acratch on her storm tossed sides. 

The boat is moored at the foot of Frank- 
lin avenue. In her cabin, Waiting for a 
favorable breeze, is a littie band of com- 
mercial adventurers, composed of D. lI. 
Davis, captain, and his four sons, CC. G., 
J. O., F. C. and P. oO. Davis, together wit 
W. H. and F. A. Gardner. 

These men have hopes of building up a 
fortune in the oyster trade on the gull 


coast. 

Mhey left Penwater, Mich., the starting 
point, Oct. 25, and made 6550 miles in just 
thirty days. 

Ca t. Davis is confident that with a fair 
wind they will be in New Orieahs, 11w 
miles away, inside of three weeks. 

For four years the Stella Groves has 
been plying her way on Lake Michigan. 
Phe boat has withstood the fiercest storms 
with as much unconcern as she would float 
in_the breezes of an artificial stream. 

The boai is 50 feet long, with an 18-foot 
beam and with all the rigging up the 
Spar will reach a height of 7U reet. 

She draws about four feet of water. The 
sides are egg shaped and below the flat 
Gecks the interior is perfectly hollow, af- 
cording plenty of room for the storing of

At Pénwater 80 barrels of apples and sv0 
busheis of potatoes eonatituted the freight.

They are argonauts without the frills 
of professionalism. Each is assigned a par- 
ticular duty, and in the successful ecarry- 
ing out of this duty friction is avoided. 

Capt. Davis is the final arbiter of all 
questions. W. H. Gardner is the chef. He 
rises at 6 o’clocK every morning and pre- 
pares the meal, which is served in the 
cabin, on a table covered with red cheese- 
cloth. Just opposite are three bunks [fas- 
tened to the wall, one above the other. 

The bedding consists of hard mattresses 
and blankets. 

The cabin is about four by five feet. With 
all the crew occupying it, there is slight 
chance to move about it. A cook stove 
gives it a cheerful air.

COLON, Nov. 29.—Gen. Francisco Castro, 
who led the government troops in the cap- 
ture of Barbacoas bridge on Tuesday, was 
killed yesterday during an engagement with 
the insurgent force at Bohia Soldado.

“Gen. de Castro declined to tell of his mis- 
sion here, but said that, he expected to go to 
Washington in a few Ziays and consult the 
Colombian minister there. 

In speaking of the trouble at the isthmus 
and the reported battles, Gen. de Castro 
said that both Colon and Panama were 
free ports, and that the temporary occupa- 
tion by the rebels would not really amount 
to much to Colombia, and under exist.ng 
treaties the United States is bound to pre- 
serve order in that section. He said that 
at the present time Colombia had 32,000 
trained soldiers in the field. Of this force 


16,000 men were with Gen. Valencia on the/|

BANCROFT HEIRS 


MORE THAN HALF A MILLION TO 
BE DISTRIBUTED. 


FORTUNE LEFT BY HISTORIAN] 


NEW YORK, Nov 29.—More than a half- 
million dollars is to be distributed among 
the heirs of George Bancroft, historian, 
who died in Washington, D. C., on Jan. 17, 
1891. The New York Life Insurance and 
Trust Co., as trustees, brought suit for a 
construction of certain classes of the will 
and also for an accounting. Mr. Bancroft 
was 91 years old at the time of his death. 

A peculiar feature of his will, executed 
in 1887, was the tying up of the bulk of his 
fortune until Nov. 1, 1900. Charles C. Glover 
and James M. Johnson were appointed ex- 
ecutors anad@ trustees. 

The referee, Franklin B. Lord, has re- 
ported that at the end of three years the 
executors turned over to the trust company 
securities worth $541,873 and this hag since 
increased to $614,426. The referee finds that 
$68,000 is now sufficient: to pay the income 
to the annuitants. This leaves almost 
$550,000 for immediate distribution. This 
will be as folows: One-fourth to the estate 
of John C. Bancroft, 
Woolonghon, one-fourth to Susanna Car- 
roll and one-twelfth each to Wilder Dwight 
Rancroft, Pauline Bancroft Flach and 
Esther Bancroft, children of John C. Ban- 


crog.

It whistled through the 
guy ropes of the tent, bellied in the sides 
of it and bellied out the roof of it. When, 
the rain came it beat upon the canvas 
like a rain of sleet. 

As the night wore on the force of the 

e increased. Sweeping in from the ocean 

t crossed the heights of Jersey City and 
found Snake Hill the only impediment in 
ite journey toward the mountains. The 
tent slapped and groaned, the ropes 
strained and the patients, racked with pain 
and misery, shivered. 

The board of freeholders of Hudson 
County slept comfortably through the 
storm. They had ordered the erection of 
the tent for the shelter of persons suffering 
from a disease that sets whole communi- 
ties in a =e upon its appearance. No 
member of the board of reeholders of 
Hudson County was out on the top of 
Snake Hill Saturday night. No one was 
there but 13 persons ill unto death with 
smallpox and a few devoted nurses and 
doctors. 

Canvas has its limits of resistance and 
ropes cannot last beyond a certain strain. 
The canvas of the smallpox tent and the 
ropes that held it down stood out bravely 
until the wind reached a speed of @ miles 
an hour.

Out of their blankets jumped the small- 
pox wards of Hudson County, N. J. The 
cold rain beat upon their fever-racked 
bodies, the smoke from the burning tents 
was blown in their faces. They ran this 
way and that on the top of Snake Hill, the 
lonesome mound in the desvilation of the 
Hackensack meadows. 

The doctors, led by Medical Superinten- | 
dent King, worked like madmen to quench | 
the flames and repair the flimsy shelter of | 
their charges. They took off their coais and 
tled them together to form a roof for the 
tent. They guided the sufferers to shelter 
in an improvised tepee of scorched canvas. 
clothing and blankets. Finally they had 
the smal)pox paticnts of Hud.on County, N.

It was poor shelter, but it was the best 
obtainable. The smallpox sufferers could 
not be taken to the comfortable prison 
down the hill; it would have imperilled the 
health of the convicts.

purpose of reaching the coast of Bulgaria.
